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COLOR TEST BOOK 


One of the most complex commercial 
printing jobs ever undertaken, the result 
of a two year production program, is 
the AO MHardy-Rand-Rittler Pseudo- 
isochromatic Color Test produced in a 
spiral bound booklet that sells for $20 
a copy and comprises only 24 pages. 
The booklet, distributed by the instru- 
ment division of the American Optical 
Co., is the climax of a 12-year research 
program at the Knapp Memorial Labo- 
ratories of the Institute of Ophthalmol- 
ogy at Columbia University, supported 
in part by the University and a grant 
from the U. S. Office of Naval Research. 

The test charts quickly detect defec- 
tive color vision and the type and degree 
of deficiency. They duplicate the work 
of a battery of costly instruments and 
establish standards to show when an 
individual’s color blindness may reduce 
his maximum efficiency in any activity 
in which color is a factor. 

The Beck Engraving Co. prepared the 
gravure plates and printed the test 
book, using special inks compounded 
by Sinclair and Valentine Co. Some of 
the production highlights of the book- 
let: each color plate in the booklet 
received at least 12 printing impres- 
sions; 115 special formula inks were 
used—their color so carefully controlled 
that a few drops of another color would 
ruin a drum of ink; each plate has an 
ink thickness of three-thousandths of an 
inch.

FOOT-SAVER 


“Tired dogs,” age-old problem and 
common complaint of the worker re- 
quired to stand on his feet all during 
the working day, has been somewhat 
solved at the LaSalle (Ill.)

weight curved electroplates and stereo- 
plates. The process provides both a 
lighter weight and greater strengti 
plate that permits higher press produc- 
tion speeds, and reduces plate working 
on the press making longer runs possi- 
ble. The laminated plate consists of 
three parts: an aluminated base or 
saddle (perforated with equidistant 
holes), a thin sheet of rigid vinyl 
plastic, and a thin gauge electrotype. 
Under heat and pressure, the plastic 
(Goodrich’s Geon high impact resin) 
is softened and portions of it forced 
into the perforations in the aluminum 
saddle. The action of heat and pres- 
sure bonds all three elements together 
to form a lightweight one-piece plate 
which reduces considerably the effects 
of centrifugal force when the printing 
press is in operation. 


Printing Equip. Eng. 
JUSTIGRAPH TYPEWRITER COMP 


Nearly three years of work have gone 
into the development of a machine 
called the Justigraph, invented by Le- 
roy F. Dyer, of Wellesley, Mass., which 
justifies typewritten straightmatter lines 
by photomechanical means. Progress 
has been made to a point where, in ad- 
dition to justifying unjustified lines to 
a pre-determined width, the typewritten 
copy may be reduced to any desired 
size between 514 pt. and 12 pt., ex- 
tended, condensed and boldface effects 
can be provided, incorrect lines can be 
deleted automatically, corrected lines 
can be inserted in exact position and 
copy can be leaded to fit a pre-deter- 
mined space. The final product is a 
photographic positive on either paper 
or film for offset or photoengraving 
purposes. The present operating speed 
of the Justigraph is 100 lines per min., 
although on tests made on miniature 
models, copy was successfully proc- 
essed at 180 lines per min. An IBM 
Executive model electric typewriter is 
used for producing unjustified type- 
written copy. 

Printing Equip. Eng. 
PLANT EVALUATION 


If you wanted to sell your plant, how 
would you go about evaluating its 
worth today? A comprehensive table 
listing items to be added (or subtract- 
ed) as they fit the particular plant may 
help the owner determine the maxi- 
mum valuation in advance, and gives 
him a figure upon which to bargain 
when the chance to sell comes along. 
A plant is evaluated under three 
headings, primary assets, secondary as- 


sets and intangible assets, plus certain 
variable factors. Under primary assets, 
value should be determined of land 
owned or leased, buildings and im- 
provements, equipment and machinery, 
supplies, and other physical assets. 
Then secondary assets should be con- 
sidered; values are placed on existing 
signs, existing prepaid advertising, pre- 
paid insurance, prepaid taxes, prepaid 
deposits, and franchises. Goodwill and 
a five year profit potential fall under 
intangible assets. In addition, certain 
variable factors such as the effect of 
change of ownership, the effect of po- 
tential change of profit X years ahead, 
and potential change in current physi- 
cal asset values should be considered. 
The final total of all these items will 
provide the plant owner with a more 
realistic valuation of his business as 
compared with the more limited evalu- 
ation set up for tax purposes, although 
the latter is seldom used when prop- 
erties change hands. 


The Southern Printer 
THE MAKING OF INK 


Selecting the right vehicle to blend with 
a pigment for a good printing ink calls 
for a combination of long experience 
and keen judgment on the part of the 
ink manufacturer. The vehicle may be 
an oil, varnish or solvent—and new 
synthetics are constantly being devel- 
oped to meet rising printing standards. 


Oils used as vehicles break down 
into four groups: mineral, vegetable, 
animal and synthetic. Although linseed 
oil is the most frequently used vegeta- 
ble drying oil, it is not as fast acting 
as China wood or perilla, and these in 
turn, because of uncertain supply, are 
being replaced by synthetics such as 
dehydrated castor oil, re-esterified fish 
oil acids, and alkyd oils. Lithographic 
varnish (made from heated linseed oil) 
varies in consistency from a product 
that is a little heavier than raw oil to 
one that is almost solid. Consistencies 
are designated by numbering from zero 
to nine (thin to thick, respectively). 

China wood oil is a rapid drier and 
the most water- and alkali-resistant of 
all vegetable drying oils. Soya bean 
oil, while slow drying and somewhat 
greasy, is almost entirely non-coagulat- 
ing, even with sensitive pigments. Per- 
illa oil has a gloss and hardness that 
makes it valuable for gloss overprint 
varnishes, metallic inks and non-scratch 
varnishes.

A. Concerning high die-cutting of 
labels, such as the sample you enclosed, 
there is little that we can suggest. Printers 
specializing in label, tag, seal and stamp 
work either maintain their own die-cutting 


machine, or farm the work out to mount- 
ing and finishing firms or trade binders 
who do this work. 

The problem, of course, is how to make 
known to the commercial printers in your 
area the fact that you have facilities to do 
the work. A series of direct-mail letter: 
to the commercial printers in your area 
(obtained from a classified telephone book ) 
might be one way to do the job, imple- 
mented with direct calls to the printers 
themselves.

ether, gasoline, substitute turpentine, 
and naphtha are used in the manufac. 
ture of fast-drying rotogravure and 
stamping inks, but the most important 
of all mineral oils are the heavy bodied 
machine oils used extensively in the 
cheaper grades of typographic inks. 
They possess good working qualities 
and impart rapid setting although they 
dry only by absorption into the stock. 
If these inks are used to print on any- 
thing but the cheapest grades of news 
and book stocks, they must be com- 
bined with a percentage of drying oi! 
since they tend to strike through the 
paper causing greasy stains. They 
should not be used to print on thin 
paper. 

Many types of. pitch varnish are usec 
because they impart great length and 
flow to black inks; and because of thei: 
color they make it possible to use less 


pigment.

CARE & KEEP OF OFFSET BLANKETS 


Offset blankets must be handled with 
care in order to stand up to high speed 
presses, fast drying inks, and solvents 
of various kinds. Today blankets are 
made of two, three and four plies of 
long staple domestic and Egyptian cot- 
ton which is laminated by means of 
thin layers of rubber and coated over- 
all with a synthetic rubber cement com- 
pound. 

Here are some helpful tips on sound 
maintenance. To avoid layers of dried 
varnish which cause glazing and de- 
terioration, the use of driers in inks 
should be redueed to a minimum. 
“Bowing in” can be avoided by cut- 
ting the blanket perfectly square and 
mounting correctly. The blanket must 
not be creased or pinched and must be 
packed to provide a printing pressure 
not exceeding .004 in. Store blankets 
in dark cool places and place them 
rubber to rubber. In the wash-up op- 
eration, slow evaporating solvents such 
as kerosene should be avoided, as well 
as coal tar solvents, ketones, esters, 
chlorinated solvents, turpentine and 
pine oil. To remove glaze, lye washes, 
or some of the better commercial glaze 
removers should be used, and the blan- 
ket should be removed from the press. 

One of the most common problems 
of the lithographic pressman is plate 
tinting or scumming. Here are the 
chief causes: water resisting non-imagé 
areas; poor mechanical adjustments; 
glazed ink rollers; wrong fountain so- 
lution; dirty dampeners, and greasy 01 
poorly compounded inks.

l osmon BECAME THE TEMPORARY 
GRAPHIC ARTS CAPITAL of the world last 
month with the Tenth International 
Printing Machinery and Allied Trades 
Exhibition held at massive Olympia 
Hall from July 5 to 16. 

“IPEX,” as it has been more briefly 
and affectionately called, has occupied 
about 430,000 sq. ft. of space, with some 
338 exhibitors of printing and binding 
machinery. Since each exhibit had 
from one to forty or more machines or 
pieces of equipment, there may have 
been an estimated 5,000 to 10,000 work- 
ing machines on the floor. 

The very size of the exhibition and 
the vast array of machinery make a 
detailed report on the show almost im- 
possible to sum up in a few pages with- 
out the omission of machines, processes, 
or techniques that are of interest to 
many book printers and binders. 

This report, then, can only be a brief 
summary of some of the items which 
came to this reviewer’s attention. 
Should more detailed information be 
needed on any of the machines or com- 
panies mentioned here, information may 
be had from the writer who has assem- 
bled many notes and observations on 
these machines. 


The highlights 


The more notable exhibits included the 
Smyth-Horne stands, Intertype, Mono- 
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type, Linotype, Sheridan, Vickers, Hei- 
delberg, and Hoe & Crabtree, among 
many others. 

In the letterpress field the leading 
exhibitors were Albert & Cie, Grafiska 
Maskin Aktiebolaget, Heidelberg, Koe-

Among offset presses were the Miehle- 
Roland made by Faber & Schleicher, 
the Crabtree two color and perfecting 


presses made by R. Hoe & Crabtree, 
and the ATF Mann sheet fed offset. 
presses shown by George Mann & Co. 
Also of interest were presses made by 
Color Metal A.G. (the Perle), by Fur- 
nival & Co. Ltd., and by Waite & Sa- 
ville Ltd. 


Following is a brief analysis of the 
exhibits of major interest. 


Folding machines 


Cundall Folding Machine Co. Ltd. 
These British folders, ranging from 
what may be regarded as small trade 
plant folders, to fairly large machines 
delivering up to eight 16p. book signa- 


tures, are fairly popular in England and 
on the continent. The Model PB book- 
folder makes up to 4 r.a. folds. A num- 
ber of the machines combine knife folds 
with buckle folds, the blade being lo- 
cated directly after the first set of fold 
plates. 

Camco Machinery Ltd. A number of 
the Camco machines are similar to 
Cleveland models. The newest machine 
shown was the Camco Book Folding 
Machine, the C and C Model which 
can deliver four 16p. signatures from a 
64p. sheet, or it can deliver two 32p. 
sigs produced by inserting the two out- 
side 16p. sigs into the two inside 16p. 
sigs. Maximum sheet size, is 48”x 56”. 

Herzog Heymann. Several buckle 
folders for job work were shown, one 
of the interesting features on these ma-

DWV Polygraph, Deutsche-Waren 
(East Germany) demonstrated its Mod- 
el 47 RSA which handled a sheet ap- 
proximately 50”x 40”, right angle folds, 
delivering two 32s. The Model 500, 
handling a sheet approximately 27”x 
39”, had four parallel folds, 2 right an- 
gle, and two right angles, with a 
claimed speed of about 100 sheets a 
minute. Two carriers were run by fric- 
tion drive belts. 


Adhesive binders 


Attracting considerable public attention 
were the two Flexiback machines shown 
by the Book Machinery Co. Their Mod- 
el E was designed for edition work, 
while the Model S had a number of 


special features for the manufacture of 





chine, about 9 feet in diameter. The 
books are fed by hand at one part of 
the circle, roughened, glued, and cov- 
ered, and then delivered. 
Planatolwerk W. Hesselman. This West 
German firm demonstrated some models 
of the Plana-Flexibu adhesive binding 
machine in which the edges of the book 
are fanned out and the special Planatol 
adhesive applied. The machines oc- 
cupy approximately 3 ft. by 4 ft. of 
floor space. 


Book covering 

Two of the interesting book covering 
machines seen here were of the circular 
type, the French made Ledeuil and 
East German Polygraph, both of which 
glue the back of the book, place the 
cover, then affix the cover and shape 
the book. 


Gathering machines 


The Italian-made S.I.M.A.L., exhibited 
by Soag, handles signatures up to 10” 


The Book Machinery Co.'s exhibit of Thermoplastic binding equip- 
ment, and a Hepp stitcher feeder feeds a gatherer-stitcher com-

stationery items such as_ blankbooks 
and the like. The machine is about 
22% ft. long and 51% ft. wide. 

Hans Ehlermann showed several 
models of the adhesive binders now be- 
ing used rather extensively in Germany 
for pocket books and edition books as 
well. The machines are quite compact 
with a production speed that seems to 
range from 100 to 800 books an hour, 
depending upon the model of the ma- 
chine and the nature of the work. 
Hans Mueller of Switzerland demon- 
strated the Rotor-Binder with a claimed 
production of from 1600 to 3000 per 
hour. This is a compact circular ma- 
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x 15” with a claimed output of 80 books 
a minute. Signatures are in slanting 
hoppers and are dropped upon a mov- 
ing conveyor. 

Hans Ehlermann, whose adhesive 
binders are already in use, demon- 
strated a new gathering machine. 

The Swedish made Solma gatherer, 
with a claimed production of 8,000 
magazines an hour, was held up by a 
dock strike at the time of the exhibi- 
tion and no model was available for the 
IPEX show. 

The DWV group showed the Triumph 
book . gatherer, model NZ, with a 
claimed production of 3,500 books per 


hour. The NZ II model handles signa. 
tures up to 914” x 12”, and the NZ IV 
up to 10”x 16”. 


Paper cutters 

About 25 booths exhibited cutters of 
one size or another, some of the more 
interesting being the following: 

Soag Machinery Co. exhibited a 52” 
autospacer and a 42” guillotine. 
Victory Kidder Ptg. Machine Co. Johne 
Perfecta, in sizes ranging approximate. 
ly 30”, 32”, 42” and 51”. 

Atlas Werke. The AZ line of cutters. 
32”, 42”, 52” and 60”, and a 3-knife 
trimmer. 

W ohlenberg & Co. The famous Krause 
3-knife trimmer, and the Krause 42” 
and 52” cutter. Krause also had an 
interesting index cutter and printer. 
Oscar Friedheim showed the RPM cut- 
ter, and the Balema gluer. 

DWV Deutsche-Waren had their Per- 
fecta cutter. 

Also seen were the Pivano & Co. 
Gorden & Gotch Ltd. showed the Swe- 
dish Como 52” auto. spacer cutter. 
(Italy) 32”,.41”, 44”, 51”, and 67” 
cutters, and a three-knife trimmer. 


Joseph Hunkeler of Wikon Switzer- 
land, showed a single-knife, three-side 
book cutter. 


Wire Stitchers 

Geliot Hurner Ewen showed the Hepp 
automatic feeder for the gang stitcher. 
This attracted considerable interest. It 
has a swing-away feature so that it can 
be moved away from the gang stitcher 
when not in use. It was shown operat- 
ing with a Polygraph (DWV) gang 
stitcher. 

Hans Mueller of Switzerland showed 
his Mueller Automatic unit for the 
gathering, stitching, and trimming of 
booklets. The 3-knife trimmer was de- 
signed as a supplementary unit for the 
gatherer and stitcher. The automatic 
feeder on the gang stitcher can handle 
sigs with the fold either at the top or 
bottom. 

T. W. & C. B. Sheridan the inserter 
same units as in U. S.

Pees should be purchased only 
if the needs of our plants have been 
fully established and if we have de- 
cided that this piece of equipment will 
fulfill our needs. A plant with anti- 
quated equipment will certainly have 
difficulty competing with a modern 
pamphlet bindery in today’s competitive 
market, so let’s be sure that careful 
consideration is given to this important 
problem. Quality and accuracy, accom- 
plished in the quickest manner, are ithe 
keys to successful competition. 

Space is another factor affecting our 
ability to compete adequately. Most of 
our plants today are crowded into 
cramped quarters, and we find that our 
efficiency is greatly impaired as a result. 
If we are unable to find additional space 
or larger space, then it becomes doubly 
important for us to give careful con- 
sideration to the efficient and economi- 
cal placing of our equipment in the 
plant. A few simple moves may in- 
crease production 25% in your plant, 

Another one of our management op- 
erations which should be carefully con- 
sidered is our trucking operation. Not 
long ago in New York, we-conducted 
a survey of the ratio of trucking costs 
to sales in our various plants, and the 
results that we have received from 
various plants were appalling. On the 
basis of this survey I would certainly 
suggest to you that you reappraise your 
trucking costs.and that you take what- 
e\er steps may seem necessary to con- 
duct a more efficient operation. 


Time and credit 


Perhaps one of the greatest weaknesses 
in bindery management has been the 
improper use of the skilled employees’ 
time. Too often a skilled journeyman 
can be seen using his time to move skids

of paper to and from machines, packing 
trimmed booklets in a carton or indulg- 
ing in many other miscellaneous jobs 
that could be done by other employees 
of lesser skill. This practice is an un- 
economical one. Your skilled worker 
is far more important to the firm when 
he devotes his entire time to the quality 
and production of the binding jobs. 
Within limitations, then, let us place a 
high premium on the efficient utilization 
of our highly paid employees. 

Another of the more serious of our 
shortcomings over the years, especially 
prior to the War and going back to the 
30’s, is our extreme laxity as an indus- 
try in checking the credit of our cus- 
tomers and our potential customers. 
For some reason or other, many of us 
feel that the checking of a man’s credit 
or asking him for references will drive 
him away from our doors as a customer 
and thus another potential customer 
will be lost. 

The practice of using up the maxi- 
mum credit with one bookbinder and 
then turning to another bookbinder, 
using up the maximum of credit there, 
and so on, was a vicious one, and in 
many cases brought the sheriff tothe 
door. Since those days, there has been 
a more general acceptance of good 
credit checking procedures. In New 
York for instance it is standard prac- 
tice for members to report their over- 
due accounts to the association’s credit 
department before accepting work from 
any customer whose credit has not been 
checked. Every area should have some 
method of disbursing credit informa- 
tion, whether it be a formal set up such 
as ours or whether it be done informal- 
ly among members of the association. 
Don’t be lax in making credit checking 
“A Must” as a policy of your firm. 


Buy Equipment and Utilize Your Space Carefully; 


Don’t Waste Time or Credit, And Watch Safety Practice 


Safety, and appraisals 


I believe at this point we should dis- 
cuss for a moment some of the less 
dramatic policies which can do much to 
keep your firm on a sound financial 
basis. 

The first is a sound safety program 
in the plant. Now this is a subject to 
which few of us have given enough con- 
sideration. When we do not observe 
safety precautions not only do we run 
the risk of an emloyee injuring him- 
self, but our cost of operation is 
materially affected. Factors such as lost 
productive time of the employee and 
the increase in insurance rates on all 
of our employees as a result of a poor 
accident ‘record are factors which sub- 
stantially increase the cost of operation 
and once again place the firm in poor 
competitive position. 

Provisions for a constantly kept up- 
to-date plant appraisal should be made. 
This is necessary in order that a watch- 
ful eye may be kept to assure adequate 
insurance coverage. You need not be 
reminded that the value of equipment 
has been greatly increased over the past 
few years in both the new and second- 
hand markets. Certainly if your equip- 
ment value is increasing, the value of 
your plant is also increasing and 
periodically your fire insurance policy 
should be reviewed and necessary ad- 
justments made. 

These are just a few of the many 
things which the man who operates a 
successful trade bindery must take into 
consideration in keeping his plant in 
a satisfactory competitive position in 
today’s printing market. There are 
many more items such as a sound em- 
ployee relations. program, the effective 
use of the foreman’s time, training pro- 
grams, and so on, which could be dis- 
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cussed more thoroughly. Suffice to say 
that these are areas which warrant your 
consideration. Many pamphlet binders 
may think that these items which we 
have just discussed seem like “old 
stuff.” However, I venture to say that 
very few of us can honestly say that 
we have given adequate attention to all 
these matters. 


Trade cooperation 


Another phase of our preparation for 
the period ahead lies in our member- 
ship in our local trade association. 
This is important for many reasons. 
These reasons are more intangible than 
the ones we have discussed previously 
but because of that they are doubly im- 
portant to us. 

First, our local trade association pro- 
vides a means for us to get to know 
intimately our fellow industry members. 
This is important to us because our 
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competitor is no longer a name but a 
personality to whom we can talk and 
reason with as problems develop. 

Our association provides us with a 
means of sitting down with our fellow 
members and exchanging information, 
the value of which cannot be assessed. 
It also provides educational benefits 
through carefully planned meeting pro- 
grams. 

Such projects as office forms, edu- 
cation courses, production charts, group 
advertising of a local nature, trade cus- 
toms, so on, can all be developed suc- 
cessfully through group action. 

As an association member we take 
on an identity which stands for prog- 
ress, and it provides us with a means to 
be represented in industry affairs. 

Your membership in an active trade 
group will reap great benefits to your 
firm both from an educational stand- 
point and a competitive standpoint. 
Getting together with the other fellow 





to discuss mutual problems is a trait 
which Americans have long indulged in. 
Trade association membership is a fine 
example of Democracy in action. Your 
membership is truly a “must” for the 
success of your business. 

Trade association work should carry 
over to a national as well as local level. 
Your participation -here will make you 
a better-informed industry member and 
give you the opportunity to discuss on 
many occasions throughout the year 
just how it is being done in other areas. 
Those of you who are members of a 
local trade association already know the 
value of Printing Industry of America, 
Inc., to the printing industry. 

A national organization is important 
to us because it goes beyond the scope 
of a local organization. It provides foi 
an exchange of information on a na- 
tional basis. Projects undertaken have 
the authority of a national organiza- 
tion. Finally, it provides the means fo: 
the gathering of statistics that couldn’t 
possibly be gathered locally. 





INDEX OF BOOK MANUFACTURING ACTIVITY 


Production figures for cased-in books main- 
tained, in the reports for May the upward 
trend begun in January. Because of the 
vacation shutdowns in numerous plants, fig- 
ures for June are not yet available, and 
will be shown next month. 


Figures for both the individual month and 
for the accumulated five months’ total re- 
flected the increase. The total production 
for the month was 15,862,008 books, equiva- 
lent to 115.6% of the equivalent month's 
total in 1954, and 101.8% of the same 
period in 1953. 


In terms of books this was a total of 
2,139,000 over the 1954 June total, and 
286,000 over 1953. 


In the accumulated classification, the new 
total was 106.7% of 1954, and 108.7% of 
1953. 


June figures were anticipated to be even 
higher as the pre-vacation production moved 
toward the peak just prior to the shutdown. 
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PART _ONE Maintenance & “Color” 


i TERM “PRESSWORK” covers a multi- 
tude of not only sins but accomplish- 
ments, the viewpoint depending upon 
whether one is a customer or supplier. 
There are infrequently appreciative cus- 
tomers who find a word of praise for a 
job well done, but the comments are 
usually rather stronger than compli- 
mentary ! 

The responsibility of producing good 
presswork is a large one, and the com- 
ponent parts are numerous, intricate, 
and elusive, yet probably less than those 
of the average creative commercial 
printer who must deal with a plethora 
of materials in the shape of cuts, elec- 
tros, type, and paper. The book printer 
may have to deal with less variety of 
materials, but on the other hand, he 
often has far less of a part in their 
planning and preparation. As E, J. 
Triebe, vice-president and _ general 
superintendent of Kingsport Press com- 
mented in an earlier article on this 
subject in BP: 


Pre-engineering 


“The raw materials with which the 
printer works—the paper, plates, cuts, 
progressives, special page layouts, etc., 
—are sometimes furnished to him with- 
out prior consultation for him to work 
with as best he can. In our company 
the antidote for this undesirable pro- 
cedure, is called ‘pre-engineering,’ and 
if followed, will overcome many of the 
criticisms listed by publishers. And 
knowing in advance the problems and 
conditions likely to arise during press- 
work gives the printer’s quality control 
procedure full opportunity to function 
intelligently.” 

In addition to pre-engineering, which 
more and more plants have adopted in 
one form or another, and in addition to 
quality control, which has likewise 
found wide adoption in the industry, 
there are other things to be done and 
actions to be taken to insure the finest 
quality of presswork commensurate with 
cost and current production methods. 
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Effective Press Maintenance and Regulation of Light, 


Heat, & Humidity, All have Effect on Presswork Quality 


Maintenance plays a part 
While pre-engineering looks after the 
initial stages of the job and quality 
control looks after the finished job, 
preventive and operational maintenance 
and the use of labor-saving devices, 
improved pressroom aids, and similar 
contingent methods and materials can 
play a large part in making these 
“partners in production” truly effective. 
Establishing a quality control team, 
for example, to maintain quality levels, 
when a cursory oiling when stopped 
for makeready or when a press is down 
for lack of jobs, is the limit of mainte- 
nance, preventive or otherwise, is hard- 
ly likely to be a successful way of 
widening the plant’s profit margin! 
Such a press will ruin more printing 
than it can produce in acceptable shape. 


Holding consistent color 


The most “popular” complaint about 
presswork is uneven color, and the com- 
plaints are in a ratio of about 3-1. But 
at first glance it is a little difficult to 
see how press maintenance could have 
ntuch effect on this condition. But 
further examination reveals that it does. 

Pressbeds which are warped or have 
sinkages, roller tracks which are worn, 
rollers out of round, faulty fountain 
key adjustments, cylinders which are 
worn or on which makeready cannot be 
held in place due to slippage in the 
winding of the tympan sheet, can play 
their part in making it difficult to hold 
even color, let alone any decent color. 

A poor foundation under a press, no 
matter if it be brand new, can twist the 
frames and ruin it as a productive tool. 
Has the press been run at top speed 
since the minute the erectors went out 
the door? If so, the bearings have not 
been worn in smoothly and you may 
never get even color without rebuilding 
the entire press. 

A lot of your success in maintaining 
good presswork depends upon your 
pressman or operator. Are his working 
conditions of the best, is he really 


equipped for the job? Is he a wrench- 
happy-mechanic who cannot resist tak- 
ing things apart to see what happens? 
He most likely will do the press more 
harm than good. 


Heat and humidity 

The maintenance of a steady tempera- 
ture and humidity level can play an 
important part in maintaining good 
even color. If the plant is warm, and 
humid the one day, and the reverse the 
next, the changes in‘ your paper stock 
and even in the press itself, not to 
mention the pressman, will be con- 
siderable. Evenness in printing condi- 
tions will enable you to get your presses 
up to speed faster without damage to 
wearing parts due to slow lubrication. 
Moderate humidity will reduce rust ten- 
dencies on many parts of the press, and 
will thus insure smoother operation 
throughout the press. 

While full air conditioning and 
humidity control are ideal, not every 
plant can afford it, but certainly some 
thought should be given to holding 
temperature and humidity within com- 
paratively narrow ranges. 

Most every machine is in some re- 
spects almost human. While it can’t 
talk, there are sure signs of illness such 
as excessive heat, squeaks, grinds, and 
rattles. A good pressman is, like the 
oldtime auto mechanic, quick to catch 
a strange sound or feeling, and stops 
the press before the noise gets serious. 
The noise may be nothing important 
or it may presage a severe breakdown. 
Whatever it is, its location and resolu- 
tion should be a prime consideration 
before another impression is made. 


Operators’ vision 

One of the most important aspects of 
getting good color is the question of 
vision. Even the best eyes can’t ac- 
curately determine the depth of color 
or match the tone or hue, if lighting is 
confined to a few naked bulbs hanging 
high over the feedboard. If, in addition, 
he has defective vision, the task be- 
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comes greater, and the constant pres- 
sure on the nervous system to see better 
eventually has its bearing on other parts 
of the physical and nervous system. 
Heaven forbid you should find that you 
have a color deficient individual mixing 
inks and checking color. His is a de- 
ficiency which is usually irreparable 
and he should be transferred to a job 
where he will not be compelled to make 
color distinctions. 


The plant lighting should also be 
studied. A recommended fixture for 
cylinder lighting is 3-light 40 watt 
fluorescent units located over the press- 
man’s head and over that of the man 
stationed at the delivery end, the former 
parallel to, the other perpendicular to 
the long axis of the press. Reflector 
equipped 40 and 60 watt lamps mounted 
on cylinder press frames would be ad- 
visable for preparing the press and 
directing light on those areas, such as 
bed, ink rollers, grippers, etc. A gen- 
eral lighting plan which provides 40 
foot candles at all working areas is 
ideal, and identical lighting for day 
and night crews is essential for color 
control. This accounts for the tendency 
to erect windowless structures, such as 
the $250,000 16,400 sq. ft. building 
erected for the lithographic pressroom 


of the E. F. Schmidt Co., Milwaukee, 
Wisc. which even has air chambers at 
all entrances so as to keep stock in 
transit at an even temperature and also 
to prevent changes in the atmospheric 
conditions of the pressroom itself. 


Measuring color 
Assuming that lighting and vision are 
at least standard, what further steps 
then may be taken to assure even color? 
One such which seems to hold quite 
some possibilities for the future is that 
of the introduction of the densitometer, 
a device created to measure the density 
of photographic negatives. As indicated 
in BP’s story on the three-color offset 
process (see June, p. 31), it is being 
used to check the density of prints 
from the printing plates. The Waverly 
Press of Baltimore has been interested 
for some time in the development of a 
scanning device of this nature which 
would in some way sound an alarm to 
attract the pressman’s attention if color 
quality fell below a predetermined level. 
Another possibility is the use of 
standardized light boxes, in which all 
press sheets would be compared with 
progressives under standard light source 
conditions, whether fluorescent or incan- 
descent. The boxes could be designed 
to simulate the average lighting condi- 








tion under which the page is perused, 
In any case, there should be a suitable 
light table for purposes of checking 
register, lineup, and color. 


Rollers and clean color 

The matter of rollers is another oppor- 
tunity for study. For many years, the 
industry has largely relied on composi- 
tion rollers, composed mostly of glue, 
after which came rubber rollers, now 
synthetic rollers have entered the field. 
For the new neoprene rollers, consider- 
able improvement is claimed in the mat- 
ter of running colors in solids and haii- 
tone screens. Heretofore it has been 
held that rubber rollers lacked sufficient 
tack to pick up loads of ink deposited 
in the half-tone screen and thus faile« 
to prevent the plate screen from fillins 
up. According to preliminary test on the 
new neoprene rollers, the plates are 
quickly cleaned out, and run clean with 
good color, even when comprised of 133 
screen 60% benday tone. 

A new type dual composition roller 
is now being offered in the job press 
field, for which it is maintained that it 
can be used in all weather. It is said 
to be composed of a _ non-meltable 
center, covered with a tough, tacky, 
outer sleeve, with throw-away core.

QUEBEC BINDER BINDS A 31 Ib. BOOK 


i SIX MONTHS, Eugene Berube, 
expert bookbinder for Le Soleil Job 
Printing Plant, Quebec City, Canada, 
tackles the job of binding, completely 
by hand, the account book for the 
Quebec Railway, Light and Power Co. 
The Quebec RL & P account book con- 
tains 2,200 thirteen by seventeen inch 
pages, is six inches thick, weighs in at 
31 lbs., and requires a total of eight 
hours to be sewn, glued and bound in 
heavy cowhide. 

Berube begins his task after the loose 
sheets have been assembled, glued at 
the back, and dried and sawed at six 


regularly spaced intervals for the inser- 


tion of strong twine which replaces the 
canvas bands usually used for other 
books. He overcasts the individual 
sheets by hand, in groups of ten, with 
a flax thread (No. 3) and, when the 
complete lot of sheets has been sewn 
together, applies another coat of glue to 
the spine to hold thread and twine 
solidly. A flexible animal glue is used 
for these first operations. 
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Goatskin lining 


Next, while the book is pressed firmly 
in a vise, Berube rounds off the back 
with a hammer, before the last layer of 
glue has completely dried. The spine 
is then covered and reinforced with 
rough goat leather, cut three inches 
wider than the width of the back, to 
provide for a sufficiently solid joint with 
the cover of the book. 


A section of board, 1” thick, is used 
to prepare for the springback which is 
the next operation. The board is lined 
with as many layers of strong paper, 
usually of the Mayfair class, as is 
needed to give it a thickness equal to 
the board used for the cover. For the 
Quebec RL & P account book, 5/16” is 
the required thickness. When this has 
been attained, Berube rounds the board 
by tying it around a roller, the diam- 
eter of which is the same as the thick- 
ness of the book. 


When the springback has been fixed, 
Berube, using his own prepared glue, 


glues cowhide on the cover and back, 
and hammers the head of the back into 
position. Next the book must stand for 
twelve hours to dry perfectly and then 
Berube glues a small section of stamped 
cowhide, similar to the cover material. 
directly to the spine, since gold stamp- 
ing cannot be easily applied to a back 
this size. 


Le Soleil Job Printing Plant, which 
does a variety of catalogue jobs, is a 
division of Le Soleil, Ltd., a French- 
Canadian daily newspaper. Another of 
their outstanding book productions is 
the P. A. Gouin catalogue, an offset 
book containing more than 2,000 pages 
and 25,000 illustrations. This catalogue 
is particularly extraordinary when one 
realizes that all hand work, including 
backing, was utilized for 1,700 copies. 


In addition to their bookbinding feats, 
Le Soleil does offset and letterpress 
printing. The firm employs a total of 
75 men, many of whom have been in the 
industry for over 40 years. 
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GPO Research Develops 
Memobook Casing-in Unit 


& Special Glycol Paste 


GS rupres BY THE Government Printing 
Office led to the design and construc- 
tion of an automatic device suitable for 
very rapid casing-in of small size mem- 
orandum books of both side and end 
opening styles. A suitable paste ad- 
hesive and method for rapid pressing 
of the books were developed in con- 
junction with the operation of the ma- 
chine. 

The machine is composed of a feeder 
which automatically moves the cases in 
a flat position onto a chain conveyor 
where they pass along under a pasting 
roller which applies a thin coating. of 
paste to the inside of the case, covering 
the exact area to which the end sheets 
are later to be pressed. The pasted case 
is conveyed to the next station on the 
machine where the book is fed from a 
hopper onto one side of the case below, 
then the case and book are conveyed to 
the next station where the free side of 
the case is turned over onto the top 
side of the book. The completely cased 
book now moves under a set of pres- 
sure rollers where it is given a squeeze, 
and finally onto another conveyor belt 
where pressure is maintained until the 
book is released at the end of the con- 
veyor, a completed cased-in book. 

Memorandum books, 334 _ inches 
wide, 6 inches long, and 5/16 inch 
thick, have been made on this machine 
with an average production of approxi- 
mately 1,700 books per hour. 

The adhesive found to perform best 
‘or this operation was a glucose glycol 
‘lour paste having the following form- 
la:

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The equipment used for rapid press- 
ing of the books as they are delivered 
from the conveyor belt consists of two 
pneumatic type bundling presses which 
alternately press the books in bundles 
of 50 as they come from the casing-in 
machine. 


Resinous casemaking adhesives 


These resinous adhesives offer several 
advantages over hot animal glues when 
used on casemaking machines in regu- 
lar production work. Their use results 
in obtaining more production time from 
the machines, savings in electrical heat- 
ing costs, and cooler working condi- 
tions for the operator. They are also 
helpful in producing flatter cases free 
from the tendency 
to warp and in re- 
ducing replace- 
ments and repair 
costs of stamping 
plates and dies be- 
cause they do not 
form hard glue 
areas in the cases. 
These adhesives 
are also perma- 
nently flexible, 
water - resistant, 
and vermin-proof. 

These advan- 
tages have not yet 
been fully real- 
ized. Our present 
formulation can 
only be employed 
on the Smyth case- 
making machines 
on long run jobs 
with cover materi- 
als which give sat- 
isfactory perform- 
ance. On_ short 
runs, which gen- 
erally include the 
application of 
light weight book 
cloths and_ buck- 


rams, it is not 


practical to change back and forth from 
resin to hot glue. The solution to this 
problem is to develop or find by tests a 
commercial resinous adhesive which will 
perform with all types and weights of 
binding materials. 


Book sewing adhesive 

A new paste adhesive was developed 
for adhering the end signatures on the 
Smyth book sewing machines. The 
regular wheat flour paste formerly used 
on these machines caused considerable 
pitting and corrosion of the brass paste 
pots, necessitating frequent replace- 
ment. The paste pots also required 
daily cleaning and refilling because the 
flour paste could not be left in the pots 
overnight. 

The new paste consists of a 3 percent 
solution of methyl cellulose, a pure 
chemical gum which does not corrode 
the metal of the pots and may be left 
in the pots until completely used up 
since it neither decomposes nor de- 
velops mold. 

The use of this new paste in book 
sewing resulted in the elimination of 
costly daily clean-euts and reduction in 
the cost of replacement parts. The 
formula and mixing instructions for 
this paste are as follows:

The GPO's specially designed memobook casing-in unit 
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A COVER MANUFACTURING technique 
which at one time was considered a 
specialty of interest only to the pro- 
ducers of school annuals seems to be 
growing steadily in popularity. In ad- 
dition to the annual deluge of bright 
and striking yearbooks we now have, 
in possibly more dignified form, a vast 
array of commercial catalogs, price 
lists, training manuals, scrapbooks, 
photo albums, sales manuals, and tele- 
phone directories, all embossed with 
eye-catching patterns and colors. 

An embossed cover design, in brief, 
is one in which the embossed letters 
and patterns are raised noticeably above 
the cover, rather than slightly below 
it as in hot die stamping. It is usually, 
though not necessarily, used in con- 
junction with superfinishing, a general 
term used to embrace all the techniques 
for adding colors to the embossed let- 
ters and patterns and to the grained 
material of an embossed cover. 


Pyroxylin preferred 


Most embossed and superfinished cov- 
ers use pyroxylin coated cloths. While 
starch-filled and natural fabrics are 
used extensively for gold and pigment 
stamping in the trade book field, they 
have not been found suitable for em- 
bossing and superfinishing. Pyroxylin 
impregnated cloths, while suitable for 
embossing, do not take superfinishing 
very well. 

Some pyroxylin coated paper base 
leatherettes have been successfully 
used, but they do not stand up as well 
as the fabrics. Vinyls are finding in- 
creased use, and appear to be success- 
fully meeting all the requirements for 
superfinishing and embossing. 


Brass dies used 


Hand cut and machine milled brass em- 
bossing dies made from 5/16” thick 
polished brass are used extensively, no 
adequate substitute having been found 
as yet. To a limited extent heavy copper 
electros backed up with lead are also 
used. 

When the die is such that all parts

of the design are cut into it, and are of 
uniform depth, it is called a “flat die,” 
and the cutting is referred to as “flat 
work.” 

However, when the depths are varied 
for rounded details, as for a face, 
figure, flower, etc., the art of cutting is 
similar to sculpture-in-reverse and must 
be done by a very skilled craftsman. 
This art is called modeling and the die 
is referred to as “modeled plate.” 


Because of the tedious hand work in- 
volved in a modeled plate, the cost is 
usually two or three times the cost of 
a flat die for the same area of design. 


A tracing of the design is made upon 
the surface of the brass sheet. The en- 
graver sharpens the markings by hand 
with a sharp graver and the brass is 
then put under a milling machine 
where, by the use of beveled drills of 
various sizes, the graver mills out the 
larger areas. The deeper sections and 
the finer lines are chiseled by hand. 
The graver must also skillfuly bevel the 
grooves which form the contour of the 
design so that the edges of the brass do 
not cut into the cloth. Even more pain- 
staking care must be taken for the 
“three dimensional” dies which will 
outline in varying depths the features 
of the face, body or other object’ on 
the cover. 


The limitations of the material, so 
that the paper, cloth or leather will not 
cut when embossed, must be kept in 
mind by the graver, who consequently 
varies the milling and the graving, de- 
pending upon the material and the na- 
ture of the design. 


Since these are primarily skilled 
hand operations, there is some difficulty 
in getting embossing dies as quickly as 
a cover manufacturer might want them. 

There are usually two types of em- 
bossing dies used in two separate em- 
bossing operations. The first is the 
graining of a pattern over the entire 
cover. If the natural pattern of the 
pyroxylin fabric is satisfactory and 
aesthetically pleasing, the grain em- 
bossing can be omitted. Graining dies, 


with their patterns of woods, fabrics. 
ripples, etc., are carried in stock by 
embossed cover manufacturers, for 
their patterns may be used as a back- 
ground for any number of differently 
designed covers. 

The second embossing operation is 
the embossing of a design and th 
lettering upon the cover. Special stock 
embossing dies, such as symbols, crests. 
insignias, etc., are often kept in stock 
as standard items, to be used as re- 
quested by the customer. Titles, names 
and special designs, must of course be 
made specially. 


Counters Needed 


Each die, whether for graining or type- 
embossing, must be used with a counter 
die, or “counter,” which is the reverse, 
or male of the female embossing die. 
The complete cover, or sometimes the 
cover fabric alone when the case is to 
be padded, is placed between the coun- 
ter and the die, the male counter forc- 
ing the fabric into the depressions of 
the embossing die. 

Embossing counter sheets are dis- 
tributed by such companies as Mono- 
melt Co., Inc., in Minneapolis, Wilso- 
lite Corporation in Buffalo, and Wil- 
liamson & Co. in Caldwell, N. J. Tech- 
niques for making the counter vary 
somewhat, depending upon the sheets 
used and the experience of the plant. 
In general, these are the steps usually 
followed: 


1. The die is attached to the upper 
platen of the press and the heat turned 
on from 300 F. to 350 F. 

2. A sheet of regular press board or 
straw board is glued to the base of the 
press directly under the die. 

3. The press is closed slowly until 
there is a slight impression of the die 
on the press board. 

4. A thin layer of glue is applied 
to the upper face of the board. Three 
or four strips of counter sheet of a size 
sufficient to cover the impression left 
on the press board are cut and then 
glued, one over the other. Sometimes 
it is covered with a sheet of cellophane. 
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5. The press is closed with a slight 
pressure for about 30 seconds to thor- 
oughly warm the sheet. 

6. Full pressure is applied for about 
30 minutes to form the impression and 
cure the counter thoroughly. If a thin 
counter is used, the curing time can be 
shorter. 


A pressure of about 2,000 lbs. per

square inch is said to give the best re- 
sults. To determine the pressure per 
square inch, divide the total pressure 
available by the area or number of 


square inches of the embossing die. 


When paper or strawboard are used, 
the strips are wetted to conform to the 
mold and the layers are pasted down. 
Upon drying the papers become hard 
enough to force the fabric into the de- 






pressions of the die, and yet flexible 
enough so as not to cut the cover. 
While the graining die plate is the 
full size of the cover, the grain pattern 
must be omitted from the areas which 
are to be embossed with letters or de- 
signs. To mortise the graining dies 
would mean that a new graining die 
has to be made for every new job. This 
is avoided by routing out of the counter

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MANUFACTURING THE EMBOSSED COVER 


all the areas which are to maintain the 
original smoothness of the cloth and 
where the embossed type or design is to 
appear. These routed areas on the 
counter will therefore not apply pres- 
sure to the cloth during the embossing 
and no graining will appear. The origi- 
nal graining of the cover, is of course, 
blanked out by the new embossed grain- 
ing in the other areas. 


Counters for graining plates are often 
made of binders board with a straw 
board top. This makes for a cushion 
which prevents any cutting from the 
graining plates. 

“When embossing and superfinishing 
are required before the covers are actu- 
ally made” says Leo C. Hearn of Uni- 
versal Bookbindery, Inc., San Antonio, 
Texas, “we put a strawboard top on 
the moulded Bakelite counter and thus 
reduce the possibility of cutting the ma- 
terial. We have discontinued the prac- 
tice of each of the embossers preparing 
their own counters and now have one 
separate department for preparing all 
counters. The counters are prepared in 
advance of the job coming to the em- 
bossing department, and we find this 
does reduce our time previously taken 
from the production of embossing 
presses.” 


While the graining and embossing 
are usually two separate operations, in 
order to save the cost of making a com- 
plete new die for each cover, they are 
sometimes combined in yearbook cover 
manufacture. Standard dies are made 
with a combined grain and design. 
“Plug dies” bearing the school name, 
year, or book title are then inserted into 
the areas left free for that purpose. 


Debossing is also used. A debossed 
die is designed so that it will raise a 
portion of the design, and at the same 
time press into this section letters, lines 
or other symbols. 


Covers are usually embossed after 
casemaking, the fabric facing the 
heated embossing die, and the board 
resting upon the counter. When padded 
covers are used, or if the board is quite 
thick and hard, the fabric has to be 
embossed before casing-in. The cloth 
is then reinforced by laminating to it 
newsprint, kraft paper or paperboard. 
Universal Bookbindery successfully 
uses 40+ butcher paper which when 
used with proper adhesives seems to re- 
duce the amount of spoilage previously 
encountered due to mildew. 

Several techniques are used for ap- 
plying colors. “On uneven surfaces,” 
says C. L. Firnhaber of North Ameri- 
can Press, Milwaukee, Wisconsin, “we 


, 
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use the airbrush and masking method. 
On all smooth surfaces, the top rolling 
method. For the two-toning we use the 
swabbing method most of the time, al- 
though some designs have to be sprayed 
for the two-tone effect.” 

In the airbrush spraying method 
stencils or metal masks are cut to fit 
the designs, so that areas which are not 
to be colored are protected. If the type 
contains letters like “O,” “B,” “D,” and 
circular designs, two stencils or metal 
marks must be used, one for each side 
of the letter. 

“The silkscreen process of color ap- 
plication,” says Paul A. Schenk of the 
Becktold Company, St. Louis, Missouri, 
“has completely superseded airbrush 
spraying in our plant. In the silkscreen 
process we follow both techniques of 
prescreening, and then raising to regis- 
ter, and embossing first and then top- 
screening.” 

One of the claimed advantages of the 
silk screen method is that it makes pos- 
sible very accurate registering of color 
upon the letters, with no drip or spread 
as may happen in air spray. In silk 
screen work the centers of letters are 
automatically masked .by the nature of 
the screen itself. 

Color may also be applied by hot 
stamping on platen presses. Since the 
color is usually on raised lettering or 
design, the covers have to be reinforced 
with the embossing counter. Another 
method being used now is printing from 
rubber plates on a platen press. 


Superfinishing 

The term “superfinishing” applies to 
the final coloring or overall two-tone 
effect usually given to the grained or 
other patterned areas of the cover. This 
antique moorishing, as it is sometimes 
called, is either sprayed on by air 
brush, or swabbed on by hand. A 
cleaning rag, usually with a solution 
of shellac and alcohol, is then used to 
wipe off the excess. The surface of the 
cover is thereby cleaned of the color 
dye, but portions of it remain in the 
minute grooves of the grain and design, 
to produce a pleasing overall two-color 
effect. 

The nature of the design, i.e., the 
coarseness or fineness of the grained 
patterns, determines the amount and 
density of the color tone applied. 

While there have been several at- 
tempts made at mechanical systems for 
applying the color tone and wiping the 
excess off, none appear to have been 
successful and it still remains a hand 
operation. END

To mix a batch of the paste, pour the 
hot water into the container, then add 
the methocel slowly with agitation. 
After the methocel has been thoroughly 
dispersed (not dissolved) in the hot 
water, the ice water is added slowly as 
the gum is rapidly stirred with a tighi- 
ning mixer. Continue stirring until the 
gum is completely dissolved and be- 
comes pasty in consistency. 

A new adhesive was developed for 
adhering book cloth and _ pyroxylin 
coated fabric to Kodapak II, chemical.- 
ly known as cellulose acetate butyrate. 
on the Brackett stripping machine. 

This adhesive was prepared for the 
construction of special binders, utiliz- 
ing rigid transparent cellulose acetate 
butyrate instead of a covered board for 
the front or face portion of the binders. 
The formula is as follows:

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PAINTING YOUR SHOP? 


|; THE SELECTION of paint for the inter- 
jor of printing establishments, the 
color. reflectance, and in some degree 
the gloss, to be achieved are deter- 
mined by the requirements of the light- 
ing engineer and by the appearance 
desired. Except to a very minor de- 
gree they do not determine the kind of 
paint to be used. 

The gloss of the coating is a com- 
promise between the requirements for 
appearance and light distribution, 
which call for as low a gloss as possible 
and the requirements for cleansibility, 
which calls for high gloss. In general, 
for relatively clean areas flat finishes 
are preferred. Semi-gloss or eggshell is 
indicated where occasional cleaning 
will be necessary, and gloss coatings 
where frequent washing will be re- 
quired. 

The various colors needed can be 
obtained in any type of paint and the 
gloss range in many of them. The 
factors which determine the proper 
paint for a given job include the re- 
quirements for washability, hiding 
power, ease of application, and special 
resistance requirements. 


Two kinds of paint 


Interior paints may be divided into 
two broad groups—water-thinned and 
solvent-thinned. Within the groups they 
are further subdivided depending upon 
the vehicle used. 

Solvent-thinned paints once used oils 
as vehicles, usually rather heavily 
bodied. These were later superseded by 
oleoresinous varnishes. Later, alkyd 
resins entered the picture. Flat, semi- 
gloss, and gloss paints are made’ with 
both these vehicles. They give excellent 
hiding power and have very good re- 
sistance to washing and abrasion. Their 
adhesion to various surfaces is usually 
very good, and they give excellent coat- 
ings. They are widely used for flat 
paints and are the general choice for 
semi-gloss and gloss coatings, partic- 
ularly for trim and work surfaces. 

Other special vehicles are often used 
where specific resistance requirements 
must be met. Chlorinated rubber has 
very high abrasion, water, and alkali 
resistance, and is frequently used in 


floor and deck enamels, particularly. 


for concrete floors. Its solvent resistance 
is not so high, and where spillage of 
solvents may be encountered, phenolic 
varnishes are to be preferred. 
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Water-thinned paint 


Water-thinned paints have a long and 
honorable history. As a class, their 
low odor, low inflammability, ease of 
application, and the bright, clear pastel 
colors which could be obtained have 
all combined to make them attractive. 
The early paints suffered from very 
poor washability and from being avail- 
able only in dead flats, but modern 
paints have met most of these objec- 
tions, and while they do not at this 
time achieve the washability or the 
high gloss of the best enamels, they 
give a finish which meets most require- 
ments in these features. 


One of the earliest of the water- 
thinned paints to be developed was 
calcimine. This paint uses glue as a 
binder and, although its water-resist- 
ance is very low, its low cost makes: it 
useful for certain purposes. Paints 
whose binder is Portland cement have 
excellent alkali and water resistance 
and are well adapted for use over 
rough walls. Because the curing oper- 
ation actually requires moisture, they 
do well on walls that are not completely 
dry. Their application properties are 
such that they do a satisfactory job 
even on very rough and irregular sur- 
faces. Water-thinned paints made by 
emulsifying oleoresinous wall paints 
have given fairly satisfactory perform- 
ance, but have been largely replaced 
by newer “latex” formulations. 


PVA formulations 


The post-war development of the so- 
called “latex” paints has been one of 
the most spectacular changes in the 
history of the paint industry. The end 
of this story is not yet in sight, and 
newer developments may be expected 
all the time. The final answers to a 
number of problems are not yet clear, 
but this type of paint has produced a 
water-thinned paint which dries rapidly, 
with a low odor, and still has washa- 
bility and gloss which are satisfactory 
for many purposes. 

The war-time development of bu- 
tadiene-styrene copolymers gave these 
particular products an early start, and 
most of the development has been done 
with these materials, but polyvinyl ace-

tate (PVA) has shown very good per- 
formance, particularly on exterior ma- 
sonry and as a rapid drying sealer for 
plaster. The acrylic latexes are yet 
newer, but seem to be of particular 
interest for the very light color and ex- 
treme color retention. Certain styrene 
latexes appear to have a future in spec- 
ialty paints where extremely high alkali 
and chemical resistance is required. 


The choice of the particular paint 
to be used on a given job must be 
the result of a combination of decisions. 
There is rarely one “best” paint. Nearly 
always there are several, each of which 
is superior in one or more features. 
The user must decide the relative 
weight that each of these features has 
in his thinking, and choose the paint 
accordingly. 


MACHINE BUNDLING 


te HAND PACKING of books in card- 
board boxes for shipment may be 
economically supplanted by machine 
bundling, according to the experience 
of Plimpton Press in Norwood, Mass., 
Montauk Book Mfg. Co., in N. Y., 
Kingsport Press in Tennessee, and 
other binderies. 

In recent years some of the larger 
plants have used book wrapping 
machines made by Package Machinery 
Co., Springfield, Mass., and other com- 
panies. The operator feeds the books 
into. the machine in groups of the de- 
sired number. The machine’s self- 
measuring paper feed automatically 
cuts the right amount of paper for the 
height and width of the bundle. The 
length is set by a single hand-wheel ad- 
justment. Size range of the bundles 
which the machine can turn out is 6” 
to 18” in length; 2” to 744” in width; 
234” to 6” in height. Production is 
about 40 bundles a minute. 

“Packomatic” case-sealing equipment 
of various production capabilities may 
be found in the shipping departments 
of such binderies as Rand-McNally, 
Conkey Div., Hammond, Indiana; W. 
F. Hall Printing Co., Chicago, Ill; 
R. R. Donnelley, Crawfordsville, Ind.; 
and J. W. Clement, Buffalo, N. Y. 
These machines, made by J. L. Fergu- 
son Co., Joliet, [ll., are automatic case 
sealers for paper shipping containers.

DESIGN AND MANUFACTURING TALENT SPARK 


DEVELOPMENT IN NEW PAPERBACK MARKET 


PART I 


A.» NOW, TO ADD TO THE BOUNTIFUL 
HARVEST of paper-bound books on the 
market, comes appropriately enough, 
Harvest Books frfom Harcourt, Brace, 
which were released to the trade this 
summer. Under the Harvest colophon 
(a thick sheaf of wheat), ten titles, 
none of which has ever before been 
available as a paper-bound reprint, have 
been published in prices ranging from 
.95 to $1.45. 

Noteworthy too, is the fact that Har- 
court, Brace is the first publisher with

a large college text department to enter 
the paper-bound field, although Rine- 
hart & Co. for some time has been giv- 
ing consideration to the possibility of 
releasing their Rinehart Editions to re- 
tail outlets at a long trade discount. 

Viking Press is another comparative- 
ly new entrant into the paper-bound 
sweepstakes. Ten paper-bound reprints 
of the company’s Portable series were 
released to the trade on March 10, and 
five more titles will be published by the 
company on August 26. While Har-

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court will publish another ten titles 
next February, and expects to add 
about thirty more to the series within 
the next few years, Viking has not yet 
decided how rapidly to re-issue addi- 
tional paper-bound titles from its more 
than 60 available cloth-bound Portables. 
Further reports from other publishers 
of paper-bound books indicate the mar- 
ket has expanded considerably and will 
continue to do so. 

The new Harvest series were produced 
under the expert direction of Gerald 


Enrico Arno; The Common Reader, cover artist, Rudi Bass; The 
Wasteland & Other Poems, cover artist, JanetHalverson; Lan- 
guage, cover artist, Milton Glaser. 
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Gross, HB Trade Department produc- 
tion manager. The unusual cooperative 
exchange of information between pub- 
lishers on production techniques of pa- 
per-back publishing, Gross points out, 
was of much help to him in planning 
Harcourt’s Harvest series. Gross cred- 
its this publisher’s information pool, 
plus the early experimental testing of 
paper-bound production methods by va- 
rious production managers, with both 
“inereasing and reinforcing” the mar- 
ket for “egghead” books, as these pa- 
per-bounds are now called in the trade. 

“Our own design approach to the 
Harvest books was an ‘unbookish’ one,” 
Gross explains. “It was our theory that 
a paper-bound book attracts the average 
customer through its visual appeal. 
With the emphasis for full editorial im- 
pact on the cover, we took our design 
lead from the best of contemporary ad- 
vertising art.” 

Together with Janet Halverson, who 
was assigned to the over-all typographic 
design of the series, Gross commis- 
sioned covers from such leading lights 
in the advertising art world as Paul 
Rand, Erik Nitsche, Rudi Bass, and 
James Flora. This team was-then bol-

stered with the talents of Susan Foster, 
Enrico Arno, and Milton Glaser, de- 
signers well-known for their work in 
the book field. The final results of 
these combined talents are attractive, 
poster-like covers, brightly colored with 
large elements of design, bold in ap- 
pearance. 

Depending on the individual books, 
the first printing of the series varies 
from 10,000 to 20,000. A standard over- 
all trim size of 4 5/16 x 714” was spe- 
cified for the Harvest series, with type 
page sizes varying from 20 x 32 picas 
to 2014 x 38% picas. Different body 
types, as well as display faces, were 
utilized for each book in an attempt 
to reflect the literary content while 
coping with the copyfitting problem. 
The smallest book is 96 pp., the largest, 
512 pp. Covers are printed in offset on 
Springhill Index, in three colors, with 
imposition running 4-up for individual 
titles. New plates were made for the 
entire series and were printed on War- 
ren 45 and 50 lb. substance, from 37 x 
60” sheets which ran the 60” gripper 
side. Colonial Press handled the en- 
tire manufacturing. 

The first ten titles to be released in

Harvest books are scheduled to be 
sold through bookshops and department 
stores with no newsstand distribution. 
According to Gross, the retail outlets 
have been ordering the series by title, 
rather than ordering the same amount 
of each book on the list, and a good ad- 
vance sales of the whole list is reported 
to date.

Encouraging sales have also been re- 
ported by Viking for their paper-bound 
reprints of selected Viking Portables. 
Although Viking has ten successful pa- 
per-bounds on the market and five more 
coming up in August, Milton Glick, 


Susan Foster; The Portable Mark Twain, cover artist, Bill English; 
The Portable Elizabethan Reader, cover artist, Jane Sai; The 
Portable Chekhov, cover artist, Rafael Palacios. 
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Viking’s production manager, still feels 
the publishing industry will have to 
wait at least a year or more to deter- 
mine whether or not the paper-bound 
boom will continue. 

The entire transition of the Viking 
series, from cloth to paper, including 
over-all and art direction, was super- 
vised by Glick, with specifications for 
the interior of the book handled by 
Morris Colman. Covers were keyed for 
interest, dttraction, and color, accord- 
ing to Glick, with the “Avante Garde” 
type of cover avoided. Mostly impres- 
sive design and lettering, with modern 
line illustration, the covers were de- 
signed by Susan Foster, George Salter, 
Philip Grushkin, Robert Hallock, Bill 
English, I. N. Steinberg, and Leo Man- 
so. Jane Sai and Rafael Palacios also 
designed covers for two of the volumes 
being released in August. 

Printed letterpress from the same 
plates used for the Viking Portables, 
the paper-bounds have a standard trim 
size of 434 x 714%”, and a type page size 
of 19 x 33% picas. Although the dis- 
play type varies and is geared to the 
subject of the books, text type is stand- 
ard, 9/11 Caledonia. Imposition em- 
ployed was 2-up “come and go” so that 
one set of plates delivers two books. 
Text stock is Warren’s Portable Library 


Doubleday's Anchor paperbacks, under the design and art direction 
of Diana Klemin, have already sold over 2,000,000 copies, as of 
July |. The Elizabethan Song Book, shown below, contains music 
line-cuts printed from magnesium plates, and will be released to the 
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Eggshell and M. F., 40#, and the page 
counts range from 544 to 896, averaging 
about 700. Covers, mostly in three 
colors, were printed by offset on Spring- 
hill Vellum Bristol in units of four. 
Again, Colonial Press was responsible 
for the manufacturing. 

The runs vary depending on the pub- 
lisher’s previous experience with the 
cloth-bound Portables. Marketed 
through bookshops and department 
stores, the Viking Press paper-bounds, 
which retail for $1.25, are also being 
sold through a selected group of news- 
stands handled by the Eastern News 
Company. 

The five Viking paper-bounds being 
released in August are: Oscar Wilde, 
edited by Richard Aldington; Eliza- 
bethan Reader. edited by Hiram 
Haydn; Chekhov, edited by Avraham 
Yarmolinsky; Plato, edited by Scott 
Buchanan, and Milton, edited by Doug- 
las Bush.

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SOCIETY OF PRINTERS 50th ANNIVERSARY BOOK 


T HE FIRST HALF CENTURY ANNIVERSARY 
of the Society of Printers, 1905-1955, 
often called “the most distinguished as- 
sociation of printers in America,” was 
celebrated earlier this year, and com- 
memorated with the publication of the 
volume, Printing as an Art, designed 
by Bruce Rogers, a member of the So- 
ciety since its beginning, and written 
and edited by Ray Nash, Professor of 
Graphic Arts and printing advisor at 
Dartmouth College. Printing as an Art 
is an historical account of the Society 
since its founding in 1905, that includes 
its forerunners, and the succession of 
members who through the past fifty 
years have studied and worked together 
to advance printing as an art form. 

Published for the Society by the 
Harvard University Press in a limited 
edition of 1500, the book, which lists 
for $6.00, is a storehouse of informa- 
tion on the position of American 
graphic arts at the turn of the century, 
the levels of printing as an art form, 
and the organization and development 
of the printing art movement. 


Data on the Society is thoroughly de- 
tailed: a complete list of officers since 
the inception of the Society; a register 
of membership, past and present; and 
a calendar of meetings listing subjects, 
speakers, dates and places for the So- 
ciety’s more than 300 formal meetings. 
Eighty illustrations display a full range 
of the Society’s printed works and, in 
addition, supplement two check lists: 
one of the Society’s publications, and 
one of meeting announcements and 
keepsakes. 

Typographic arrangement and de- 
sign for Printing as an Art was super- 
vised by Bruce Rogers, vice-president 
during the Society’s first year and a 
charter honorary member since 1924. 
Reproduction of a blue-green paste pa- 
per design by Veronica Ruzicka is used 
for the cover. Typesetting and press- 
work for the volume was handled by 
The Riverside Press, Cambridge, Mass., 
while the Meriden Gravure Co., Meri- 
den, Conn., printed the illustrations and 
the cover. Curtis Rag Natural paper 
was utilized for text paper and was ob- 


tained through the Curtis Paper Co., 
Newark, Del., and Stevens-Nelson Hob- 
son Miller, Inc., Charlestown, Mass. 
The jacket was printed by A. T. How- 
ard Co., Boston, Mass.; the jacket de- 
sign was adapted from the cover of the 
Society’s Miscellany, by George F. 
Trenholm. Binding of the volumes was 
under the direction of Robert Burlen 
and Sons, Boston, Mass. 

The Society’s Fiftieth Anniversary 
Publication Committee was headed by 
Burton L. Stratton, assisted by Daniel 
B. Bianchi, as vice-chairman. 

On February 14, the Society held a 
Fiftieth Anniversary evening attended 
by more than 90 members at the Har- 
vard Club in Boston during which the 
highlights and achievements of the or- 
ganization over the past 50 years key- 
noted the meeting. Brief talks were 
given by past presidents of the Society 
and distinguished members, and copies 
of Printing as an Art were presented to 
those in attendance. Paul A. Bennett 
(Mergenthaler Linotype) was presid- 
ing speaker of the occasion.

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Bi i, J. SnypER, recently appointed 
Quality Control Director at Rand Mc- 
Nally & Co., Skokie, Ill., was art direc- 
tor for 20 years prior to this appoint- 
ment. He is frequently asked to share 
his knowledge of design through serv- 
ice as a judge of book shows, as a lec- 
turer at the Chicago Art Institute and 
as a panelist for numerous programs 
presented in the interest of improving 
book production. His most recent as- 
signment was to evaluate entries, on the 
basis of design, in the Sixth Annual 
Chicago and Midwestern Bookmaking 
Show. 

Snyder’s ideas about designing ring 
true for he emphasizes the relationship 
of a book to its writer rather than to the 
designer. “The primary function of the 
book is to convey the writer’s thoughts 
—his message. The book is not, and 
never should be merely the vehicle to 
show how ingenious the designer is, or 
how clever he is,” he once told a group 
of listeners. 


Keeping this thought in mind chan- 
nels a designer’s efforts along a proper 
perspective. For example, Snyder cites 
how easy it may be for a designer to 
imitate. “Someone sees a handsome 
book, set in fine type with fine illustra- 
tions. It may be a marvelous job and 
the designer may be tempted to try to 
copy this same design when the next 
manuscript comes to him, regardless of 
whether the contents of the manuscript 
would be in keeping or not. The de- 
signer should never imitate and no one 
should call in an artist and ask him to 
imitate another man’s work. This is un- 
fair to the artist and to the designer.” 
What Snyder suggests is that a de- 
signer may get an idea from a well- 
done piece and interpret it in his own 
way, but not copy it. 


Inspiration not imitation 


A designer can be inspired by an out- 
standing work. Those who have heard 
Snyder extol the work of other artists 
understand what he means when he 
calls attention to the French painters— 
Gauguin, Mtaisse, Picasso, Toulouse 
Lautrec, and this entire school. They 
respected one another’s work but did 
not copy. They inspired one another. 


From this viewpoint, Synder believes 
exhibitions of prize winning books are 
good. The viewer can study the type, 
the illustrations and any decorative 
element which have been selected. 
“You soon learn to weigh things like 
the following very carefully before 
using them in your design: an over- 
heavy running head, a type face so 
highly individualistic that it draws at- 
tention to itself, or the color illustra- 
tions running behind the. type.” 
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Know the book 
To achieve sound design, Snyder be- 
lieves that the first step is to know the 
purpose of the book, its contents. Then 
the entire book should be approached 
as a whole and unified. This includes 
the contents page, title page, binders’ 
stamp, the kind of cloth, paper, etc. 
“Organization gives beauty,” he said. 
Wise selection of type promotes 
readability, and one of Snyder’s tenets 
is, designers should not do anything to 
harm the readability of a book. For 
example, “if a book is soundly written, 
it does not have to have words popped 
out in bold face.” He explains that he 
thinks this is used on the misguided 
principle that the reader can’t read 
without it. But regardless of why it is 
sometimes done, he maintains it makes 
the page look as though moths had 
been in it and that it tends to annoy. 


Inculcating enthusiasm 
Snyder enjoys designing. He imparts en- 
thusiasm to his staff as well as his idea 
that “the well designed book is the one 
in which the designer has captured the 
individuality, the mood and the char- 
acter of the manuscript.” Part of the 
standard procedure is to have the staff 
read a work first. If the manuscript is 
not available then they are asked to read 
a complete synopsis before they start. 
Some of the books which Snyder and 
his staff designed and which have been 
awarded honors in recent Annual Chi- 
cago and Midwestern Bookmaking 
Shows include: Album of Horses, Geog- 
raphy of Many Lands, Lucky Year, 
Rand McNally Standard World Atlas, 
They Knew Abe Lincoln, Give The 
Lady What She Wants, General Science 
Workbook, and Beyond Our Borders. 
In the 1950 Book Jacket Contest, the 
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Snyder

jacket for “Kon-tiki,” which was de- 
signed by Snyder, won first prize among 
700 individual jackets entered in the 
contest representing 112 publishing 
firms. In designing a book jacket 
Snyder holds that the designer is doing 
an advertising piece. “Advertising de- 
signers need to cry for attention; con- 
sequently, they can do tricks not per- 
mitted in the book proper. On the 
jacket we tell the passerby at a glance 
what the book is about. We should, 
however, be honest in our job of de- 
sign. Good selling is honest selling. 
The jacket must be appropriate to the 
book.” 

Snyder has been the art director of 
Rand McNally’s for 20 years. Last 
month he was appointed Quality Con- 
trol Director. In general terms he is 
responsible for maintaining quality of 
product after the sales department and 
the plant have agreed upon specifica- 
tions and class of product to be pro- 
duced. He doesn’t think his length of 
service is unique but it does speak well 


of both Rand’s and Snyder. 


Early doodling 

Interest in art began for Edwin Snyder 
when he was a young boy. He liked to 
doodle but the things were not very 
good. In high school he really got in- 
terested not only in art but printing 
as well. After high school he served a 
four year apprenticeship as compositor 
and attended York (Pa.) Printing Co. 
School of Printing. 

Howard N. King started him off and 
kept his interest in typographical de- 
sign at a high pitch all during the ap- 
prenticeship. After completing the ap- 
prenticeship he took a special short 
course in typography at Carnegie Tech. 
Returning to York Printing Co. he be- 
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came their layout man for another year 
and then came to Chicago to work with 
Douglas C. McMurtrie. McMurtrie is 
famous as the international authority 
on history of printing and was a direc- 
tor of typography at Ludlow Typograph 
Co. Snyder recalls that night school 
courses in art and industrial design at 
the art institute were part of his work- 
ing schedule. 

Snyder’s hobby is photography. He 
jas a fully equipped dark room. Oc- 
casionally he does a bit of sculpture in 
wood and some water color sketching 
is well as silk screen prints. He claims 
he has absolutely no talent for music 
but enjoys studying it. He manages to 
vet in several hours a week on the 
classic guitar. Since the guitar is in 
‘very respect alien to the graphic arts 
he finds it completely relaxing. 

The Snyders live at 1363 McDaniels 
\ve., Highland Park, Ill., where they 
enjoy a home which bears the artist’s 
touch and contains what both consider 
God’s most precious blessing to them, a 
youngster, aged 14 months. Suzanne is 
her father’s favorite model for his cam- 
era and can be seen in the picture on 
the wall of Snyder’s office. 





PAPER SHIPPING PRACTICES 


Maybe you’d be interested to know 
how skids are shipped in carload ship- 
ments: the skids are braced Iengthwise 
and crosswise with 4 x 4’s to prevent 
any lurching of the pile in transit, as a 
result of bumps or shunting of cars in 
switching operations. This in addition 
to the steel strapping and wrapping. 
Roll stock is chocked and sometimes 
braced .with rolls set on end. A good 
car shipment will not have stock in the 
doorway, thus harassing the operator of 
the skid truck who needs room to ma- 
neuver to move the skids to the plat- 
form. 


Rail shipment, on which the price is 
based allowing carload freight to city 
of destination, is usually cheaper than 
truck transportation. 

Most mills have a very complete file 
of data on shipment receiving facilities 
at almost every plant in the country, so 
be sure to consult your mill or mer- 
chant to make use of this information 
if any doubts arise. 

Your paper salesman, and his mill 


and merchant connections can be of 
great assistance in helping you avoid 
troubles arising from these important 
specifications, just as your manufactur- 
ing sources can likewise be of assist- 
ance.

The red foil on the dark grey cloth 
doesn’t offer too much contrast and 
perhaps an aluminum leaf (silver) 
would have been better, but there’s the 
little matter of the budget, we guess. 

The title spread neatly disposes of 
the problem of the long subtitle but 
the whole effect seems a trifle heavy. 
Acknowledgements, because of the very 
few lines of copy, has been set half 
measure flush left so as to fill out the 
page. 

An accolade is due the quality of 
paper, presswork, and binding, even 
though the designer’s firm did not do 
the printing. But is evident that he 
watched over it.
